that we can render to this organiza- 
tion must be at all times readily 
giver. An important condition in 
our interest, however, should be at- 
tached to oar giving such 
ance namely, that the construction 
should be proceeded wit: simultaneons- 
ly from Edmonton west: and from the 
coast east. 

(f). The Crow’s Nest Past Railway. 
Though not mentioned in our report 
of last year, the question of this road 
may as wel] be dealt with in this con- 
nection.

(2). Waterways. 

It being a well established fact tha 
railways, other than those entirely 
owned and operated by the govern- 
ment, invariably combine, and are of 
no avail for the purpose for which 
they were originaily intended, i. e. ror 
campetition, and that free water 
trafic has been the only effectual 
means of resisting these combines in 
America, the importance of the natur- 
al net work of inland navigable waters 
should never be lost sight of in this 
country. We are therefore ple ed to 
‘note the prominence given to this 
matter by resolution of the business 
| mens’ convention lately held in Win- 
_nipeg, desiring the government to aid 
in the improvement of navigation be- 
‘tween Winnipeg and the upper Sas- 
katchewan. The convention also on 
our behalf urged on the government, 
‘the advisability of investigating the 
river system of the north. 

(3). Roads. 

(a). Local. The importance of good 


‘loca! roads is occupying a large 
‘amount of attention throughout 


/America, and when we reflect that 
bad roads cause the expense of trans- 
port between farm and elevator to 
nearly equal the car load cost between 
the depot and the coast, the necessity 
for opening and keeping in thorough 
repair these highways cf commerce, 
cannot be. too strongly advocated. 
While we are favored in this respeet, 
as compared with parts of Eastern 
Canada, still the richness of our soil 
is in itself a drawback, necessitating, 
as it does, the grading of roads and 
the expenditure of more money than 
|is required in sandier prairie regions 
to the south of us. In consequence

(1) Gold. 

| We are again able to report that 
the average output of $50,000 per 
|}annum of gold dust has been main- 
tained, and we are happy to state, 
that action on the lines recommended 
|in our last year’s report has been 
initiated, with the view of saving the 
large percentage of the fine gold and 
platinum, which is lost by, the pro- 
cesses hitherto practiced on the river. 
Some difficult points require elucida- 
tion: for instance, as to the occurrence 
| of gold and its association with other 
metals. As the requisite borings and 
assays are of an expensive nature, we 
| recommend our successors to continue 
to press the government that it should 


take action ov the lines of the memorial | 


on the subject presented to and favor- 
ably entertained by the Hon. Hugh 


| John Macdonald, during his tenure of | 


office as minister of the interior. Gov- 
iernment action would be for the 
public benefit, whilst the investiza- 
tions now being made _ by private 
parties, though highly laudable and 
| worthy of encouragement, cannot be 
expected to be prosecuted at their 
private expense, and published for 
|the benefit of possible rivals. There 
,are good grounds for believing that 
the $50,000 of gold annually saved by 
present processes only represent one- 
tenth part of the gold actually con- 
| tained in the sand and gravel handled 
| by the miners. Such a possibility is 
well worthy of being investigated by 
the mining experts of the government. 

(2). Coal. 

New mines are being opened up to 
supply local demands, and consider- 
able quantities are being shipped to 
Calgary, and highly appreciated there 
| as a first class quality of fuel. The

successful. 

FUR TRADE. 
| 


As the largest market for raw furs 
in Canada, Edmonton continues te 
hold its position and extend its con- 
nections yearly. This trade would 
be greatly expanded by the construc- 
tion of waggon roads to Peace River 
and Jasper Pass, and _ still more so by 
the establishment of a steamboat line 
from Athabasca Landing to the 
Arctie Ocean. Such a line would also 
afford the cheapest mode of entering 
Canadian Alaska, by. the Judson’s 
Bay Campany’s Peel’s river route, 
where a tramway of only 35 miles 
| over a plateau would connect the 
navigable waters of Alaska with those 
of the Mackenzie. 


IMMIGRATION. 


Three representatives of this board, 
Messrs. Gallagher, Lines and Cowie 
attended the great immigration con- 
vention held in Winnipeg in . Feb- 
ruary 1896. As 2 result, Mr. Cowie 
was appointed loca: chairman of the 
Northern Alberta branch of the 
Western Canada immigration associa- 
tion. Much good was done by it in 
collecting information from resident 
|farmers throughout the district, on 
every subject of interest to intending 
immigrants. As enquiries are cop- 
stantly being received from desirable 
immigrants, who cannot be supplied 
with up to date collected and printed 
intormation in reply to their ques- 
tions, and as the facts supplied by 
farmers and compiled by Mr. Cowie 
are most interesting and important, 
we trust that he may be able to secure 
the necessary funds to defray the cost 
|of their publication. By the recent 
reducticn on export freight rates to 
British Columbia, the chief and al- 
most only drawback hitherto com- 
plained of, has been removed, and 
'this fact should be heralded abroad 
| by means of such « band book. 


AGRICULTURE. 

| During the past season, the success 
| of farming operations throughout the 
distirct has been very gratifying. 
The production of grain was approxi- 
mately 500,000 bushels, of which 
250,000 were wheat, 200,000 were 
oats, and 50,000 were barley. A 
larger production of wheat was advo- 
cated in our report of last year, and it 
| is satisfactory to record that a splen- 


| did crop was harvested. Additional 
facilities for milling were afforded by the 
erection of a first class forty-five barrel 
mill at. Fort Saskatchewan. Miiling 
and elevator facilities are yet far from 
adequate to the supply of grain, and 
it is to be hoped that the town coun- 
cil of Edmonton may succeed in the 
negotiations now going on for the 
| establishment of these in the business 
centre of the district. Until the 
needed milling conveniences are pro- 
vided, the drain on the district by 
large importations of flour from 
Manitoba cannot be prevented: The 
oheaaness of coal renders the business 
of milling far more profitable heze 
than in Manitoba, where the price of 
fuel is much greater. The quality of 
our wheat, grown as it is nearer its 
northern limit than in any other con 
siderable settlement in the Territories, 
can of course not be surpassed, if it 
can be equalled, as samples examined 
; by impartial non-resident experts 
fully prove. 


W’e also observe with pleasure, that 
during the past year, the district not 
only ceased to import poultry for 
home consumption, but has begun to 
export. 

A large trade has been done in 
bacon, ham and pork for the supply 
of the northern and local, as well as 
the British Columbia markets. We 
believe that the reduction in freight 
raves may still further develop this 
highly important industry. 

The establishment of a factory for 
| the manufacture of condensed milk in 
a country so weli adapted for dairying 
as this is again recommended to 
| public attention. Professor Robert- 
'son informed us. that 50 per cent 
more could be made out of milk so 
manufactured, than in any other way. 

The agitation for the establishment 
of an experimental farm in Northern 
Alberta, not having yet produced any 
| apparent effect, should be kept up 

until the government recognizes the 
great good which would accrue to the 
country from such an establishment. 


COLD STORAGE. ¢ 


The quantity of poultry and eggs 
exported has as vet been small. The 
production of these profitable articles, 
can, however, be Jargely increased to 
meet the demand in our British Co- 
lumbia markets, into which the new 
low freight rates will admit them 
at a handsome profit. To take ad- 
vantage of the golden opportunity 
thus presented, it is necessary that 
cold storage be provided, and your 
council earnestly appeals to you as 
business men, and through yeu to the 
people of the district, to take steps 
without any deljay to provide this. 
Plans of a suitable, cheap and efficient 
cold storage building were presented 
to the board by Professor Robertson, 
when during his recent visit here, he

management of the butter and cheese 
factory, an occasion which will mark 
an epoch in profitable farming in the 
country. 

While butter and cheese making 
and marketing are of enormous Im- 
portance to us as an agricultural com- 
munity, we consider the production 
and marketing of poultry and eggs cf at 
least equal consequence. In_ the 
eleven months ending 30th June, 
1896, there were imported into the 
West Kootenay alone from the Unit- 
ed States, 156,988 dozen eggs, valued 
at $19,907, and poultry to the value 
of $3,703, making $23,610 altogether. 
The figures would have been very 
much larger had the American supply 
been equal to the Kootenay demand. 
During the same period only 40,353 
pounds of butter, valued at $7,664, 
and 4,453 pounds of cheese, valued 
at $569, in all $8,213, were similarly 
imported from the States. These 
values are very significant, tending as 
they do to show the large demand for 
poultry and eggs. 

Besides poultry and eggs, which are 
cheaply and rapidly producable, and 
require no great expenditure of capital 
to raise and fit them for the market, 
meats of various other perishable 
kinds, profitably raised in Alberta, 
require cold storage for their preser- 
vation in transit, and whilst being 
collected in sufficient quantities for 
economical shipment and distribution. 


As the nucleus of such an export 
trade, we consider it of the utmost 
immediate importance that steps be 
taken to secure ice, and to erect at 
Edmonton a smal! cold sorage build- 
ing. Such an enterprise would not 
only profitably utilize the present pro- 
ducts, but also stimulate producers to 
renewed and inceased efforts, and we 
recommend that a committee of ways 
and means be appointed to take in- 
stant action, either to form a private 
or a limited liability company for this 
purpose. 

By thus helping ourselves, accord- 
to our ability, we would be able to 
claiin the necessary assistance from 
the government towards a general 
cold storage warehouse at Revelstoke, 
for the products, not only of our own 
district, but also for other parts of 
the Dominion. Let the people of 
this town and district do their local 
part, and there is no doubt our suc- 
cessors, in connection with our inde- 
fatigable member, Mr. Oiiver, will do 
everything possible to provide the 
necessary accommodation at Revel- 
stoke. From Revelstoke there is every 
facility for shipping south into the 
Kootenay, north to the Big Bend, 
and east and west along the main 
railway line.

LIBRARY. 


The valuable collection of maps, 
reports and mineralogical specimens 
already possessed by the board, has 
been supplemented by a fui! set of 
blue books of the various government 
departments, through the kindness of 
Mr. Frank Oliver, M. P. 


For the accommodation and exhi- 
bition of these, the town council has 
very generously granted a room in the 
town hall, where it is hoped that a 
colleetion of grain and other samples 
of agricultural products may be col- 
lected. 

In conclusion, gentleman: Taking 
into consideration the immense amount 
of work left over from last year, of 
which a fair proportion has deen ac- 
complished ; remembering also that 
new projects are constantly being 
formed for the public benefit, in al- 
most all of which your council is ask- 
ed to participate; the Edmonton 
board of trade may congratulate itself 
on good work well done. This dis- 
trict must at last sec, that “union is 
strength,” and that a small body of 
men, acting together for a common 
purpose, can do great work for the 
public benefit. Your council con- 
siders, that this is a proper time to 
draw the public attention to the fact, 
that while all the work of the board 
is for the public benefit, the expense 
of maintaining this most useful society 
falls on a small number of subscribing 
members, thereby limiting its useful- 
ness and actually preventing many 
projects from being carried out which 
involve the expenditure of a little 
money. We now trust that having 
seen the work that has been done by 
the board, while contending against 
this serious difficulty, a large number
